The distinctive beauty of tatting, its crisp 
freshness, pleasing patterns, and lacy ele- 
gance, have won for it a new public. These 
pages provide delightful examples of Tatting 
for the home, and illustrate the charm of 
tatted accessories in fashion. 

The specimens shown have been worked 
in O Coats Mercer-Crochet, which should 
always be used for best results. To ensure 
that your thread is of the same dye lot 
number, purchase initially sufficient thread 
to complete your work. 

ABBREVIATIONS AND DEFINITIONS 

r— Ring. When the desired number of 
stitches is made, draw up the shuttle 
thread so that the first and last stitches 
meet, forming a ring. When "r" appears at 
beginning of directions, get the thread in 
position round fingers of the left hand to 
start the ring. 

lr— Large ring: sr — small ring: ds — 
double stitch (a combination of the two 
half stitches). 

p—Picot. To make a picot, draw the first 
half of the double stitch to within a little 
space from previous one (instead of close 
to it). Second half of double stitch will 
automatically complete picot. In all tatting 
directions, the stitch that closes the picot 
is not considered part of the loop, but is 
counted as a double stitch, smp — Small 
picot* 
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Instructions for this superb doily given on p. 4» 



Ip — -Long picot (a loop [J^ in,] between 
stitches) : sep — separated : el — -close : rw — 
reverse work: sp — spaces eh — chain (a 

series of double stitches made with the 
shuttle on the ball thread) : tog — together* 

Joining, Tatting is joined at the picots. 
Insert a crochet hook through the specified 
picot, catch the thread encircled on left 
hand and draw it through the picot. Pass 
the shuttle through the loop thus made 
and tighten it as for any other stitch. 
* (asterisk) . . . Repeat the instructions 
following the asterisk as many more times 
as specified, in addition to the original, 
Repeat instructions in parentheses as many 
times as specified, 

WASHING INSTRUCTIONS 

Use a warm lather of pure soap flakes and 
wash in the usual way. When drying pull 
into shape and press with a hot iron on 
wrong side.

O Coats Mercer-Crochet No. 20: 1 ball of White, 
A piece of Linen 8 inches square . 1 Tatting
